This does not necessarily mean that he
is better equipped than others to judge the merits of the
medium, only that he has more time to do so, and there
fore has a wider knowledge of his subject.

\t one time or another, most readers have been ouf
vaged bv a critic’s stupidity and lack of understanding. We
have ali disagreed with critical comments on various pro-
grams. Over the years, the critic emerges not as an all-
vowerful authority but as just one of the public, sometimes
‘Y‘U(” more often, wrong.
